It is believed a settlement is near 
between the allies and King Constan- 
tine of Greece. The king bas been 
willing to agree to practically all the 
demands the entente powers made, 
except the demobilization of the 
Greek army. The entente powers are 
now understood to waive this request 
if Greck troops are withdrawn from 
the Saloniki region. In this respect 
King Constantine is expected to meet 
their wishes, Ear!

Race Plants Next Year Will Have 
to Divide Their Profits With 
Government 


(By Moraing Bulletin Leased Wire) 

TORUNTY, Nov, 30.—A_ bill is in 
proecss of being drawn up by the On- 
avio government imposing a tax of 
20 per cent. on the gross receipts. in- 
cluding the takings from all sources— 
gate, mutuels, ete.—at all race track 
plants in the province, Tt will be 
ubmitted to the house at the next 
sessice, and if passed will go into op- 
tation next spring. 

There are at present in Ontario 
seven race tracks—three in Toronto, 
one in Ottawa, one in Hamilton, one 
in Fort Erie and one in Windsor. 
There are aiso two other mile: tracks 
in process of formation in western 
Ontario, 

The returns to the government will 
mean a tremendous increase. At, pres- 
ent the tax is $500 a day, or $49,000 
for the 98 days the tracks are in op- 
eration, The returns from c.e of the 
medium tracks in Ontario this year 
showed total gross receipts of $200,- 
v00 for the 14 days racing, so that 
tvack alone would contribute $40.000 
o the government, or nearly a8 much 
as ail seven tracks combined are now 
asked to turn in to the provincial 
coffers,
